I Before the organizing of the Dakota District there were only nine 

I pastoral charges within the territory and at the end of the four years dur- 

f ing which Wilmot Whitfield was Presiding Elder, there were organized 

I four districts including in all q2 pastoral charges, with many churches 

and parsonages. 

At the Conference of 1882 held in Parker, W. H. Selleck, a young 
man fresh from college was admitted as one of the workers and appointed 
to Alexandria and at the Conference of 1883, F, A. LaViolette was added 
to the ministerial ranks.

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To THE Press of South Dakota: 

We appreciate the power of the press for the elevation or depression 
of public morals, and rejoice in the indications of improved standards 
among the periodicals of our state. 

Unquestionably many of the editors of this state are in hearty sympa- 
thy with all wisely directed efforts for the moral uplift of our people. 

May we not rely upon the entire fraternity to aid in efforts to exclude 
from public print all advertisements of secret remedies, alcoholic bever- 
ages and the like, together with such items, reports, and editorial attitudes 
as are calculated to lower the tone of public morals? 

We deplore the fact that with all the improvement made, it is still 
sometimes difficult to obtain news service indispensible to us, unless it be 
through tainted channels, aod often parents of right ideals must hesitate 
to introduce into their homes newspapers of the day, lest by their silent 
influence the standards of their children may be marred. 

May we not without the slightest intention of dictating, call attention 
to the fact that between the vending of immoral articles and encouraging 
the sale of the same by advertising or other means there can be no real 
moral distinction? 

We rely upon the noble impulses of those whom we address to do all 
they can to advance the important ends we have in view. 

To THE Transportation Co.^’anies of South Dakota; 

We believe that your interests are .in perfect harmony with the highest 
moral development of our people. May we not call earnest attention to- 
the fact that by the Sunday excursions, so common in this state the past 
summer, a demoralizing influence was plainly felt. 

We respectfully request that the authorities of the railroad lines 
traversing our state, co-operate with us in our efforts for the elevation of 
the public morals of the commonwealth by declining in future to permit 
railroad excursions upon the Sabbath day. 

By O. A. Phillips: 

Moved that the Secretary be instructed to convey our action on Sun- 
day railroad excursions to the Presidents of the several railroads repre- 
V sented in South Dakota.

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REPORT OF ABERDEEN DISTRICT. 

J. S. Akers, P. E. 

So full of defects and weakness Divine mercy alone has enabled me to 
finish my term of six years on Aberdeen District, and thoug^h full of toil 
they were filled with bliss. 

Fifty ministers have shared richly with me in the struggle to plant 
here our glorious Methodism, and our fellowship of toil, trial and suffering 
has been sweet and will live in memory “while life shall last or immortality 
endures.” There were times when we never could have endured to the 
victory, but for the help of visible and invisible “horses and chariots of 
fire,” among the former were the Parent Missionary Society and the 
Womans Home Missionary Society, and of the invisible forces there was an 
■^‘innumerable company.” This last year was one of peace and prosperity. 
Two churches have been reopened, where, through hard times in one case, 
-and a decline of faith in another case the altar fires had gone out. I 
refer to Roscoe and Langford. The former now an appointment on the 
Bowdle charge, the latter now a station in the east end of the district. 

Since last Conference three new churches have been dedicated, at 
Conde, Mound City and Scatterwood, another is ready for dedication on 
Ashton circuit, while at Bangor still another is rapidly advancing to com- 
pletion. Thus the district is in better shape by about seven beautiful 
churches than it was a year ago, while a number of parsonages have been 
materially improved, and at least two new ones are being projected. Thus 
we now have thirty churches and ten parsonages, an increase, in six years, 
•of seven churches and four parsonages. 

The pastors will report large payments on old debts which for years 
have been eating the life out of their charges, but which now through their 
pastoral fidelity are rapidly melting away. 

Warner — has paid the last of her church debt of $400, and at Scatter- 
wood finished, at a cost of $135, the church begun by Father Williams, 
-dedicating it August 7. Value $800. 

Northville — has paid the whole of her debt, $377. Mellette, on 
same charge, paid $100 towards old debt and $100 on improvements, with 
vigorous push on foot to pay up all debts at once. 

Mound City — dedicated her church September i8th, costing $1,525, 
all paid except church Ex. debt of $250. Church and parsonage value 
:$2,4oo. One of the most promising charges in the district. 

Langford. — In a defection in 1896 the entire society seceeded join- 
ing the Presbyterians, only they failed to carry with them the church and 
parsonage, valued at $2,300. Methodism appeared to be wiped out, but 
during 1898 at urgent appeal of several who had grown sick of the change 
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our Bro. Minty of Britton visited them when twenty-six of the old flock 
came boundinjj b'^ck into the old fold singing, “Blest be the Tie that 
Binds.” Reorganization was completed, an experienced pastor, Rev. N. 

J. Aplin, took charge, the old fire rekindled on the altar, and we report 
t'vpiicv-seven members, ten probationers, fifty in Sunday School, fifteen 
Kpworth Leaguers and all church activities resumed. 

Leola. — Victim of drouths, fires, exodus and such like, she, with her 
plucky pastor, J. T. Gurney, is battling hard to outride the storm, but the 
sky is dark. 

Hecla — has much to discourage her. Many isms are rampant, some 
very unchristian and few that will tolerate Methodism, yet we have a little 
band who stand firm and will conquer. 

Groton— is just rallying from her crop failure of ’97 and can do little 
more than support her pastor, but will rise and shine for she is faithful. 

Frederick- charge is paying all old debts, gives promise of a good 
advance very soon. 

Doland — is in peace and full of promise. She will come in with full 
benevolent reports. 

DeV'OE— sends me no data for report. 

Conde.--Fu 11 of zeal is aflame at most points. Early in the year she 
dedicated her new church free of debt, cost $1,500. Has a $600 parsonage. 

Paid salaries and benevolences in full. 

Clare.mont — will report in full on all pastoral and benevolent 
claims, and urges the return of her popular pastor. 

Britton, — the mercurial, closes with the last dollar of her church 
debt paid and the mortgage burned. Pastoral and benevolent claims are 
mostly fully paid. Few charges can boast better pulpit and pastoral ser- 
vice than Britton enjoyed these four years. A great revival and a parson- 
age are her next needs. 

Bowdle — holds on, though often discoui aged, but now that Roscoe / 

joins with her she takes heart and will be victor. On old church debts she 
has paid this year $100. 

B.angor — is making a good advance and will soon complete the first 
protestant church in Walworth county. 

Bath — reports all pastoral claims and benevolences full. Had a 
grand revival at Columbia. Is a living success at all points. The par- 
sonage now occupies a much better site and is so arranged in reference 
to the church as to make it one of our best properties while all expenses 
have been paid. The quarterly conference, of course, asked the return of 
pastor, W. D. Deeble. 

Ashton — has reseated her church with delightful pews, purchased 
good parsonage which she will enlarge at once, and at Percival has a 
commodious new church just ready for dedication, and no debts remain. 
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Andover— through faithful pastoral work shows great advances over 
former years. 

Aberdeen — Through deaths and removals lost 46 members, yet 203 
remain, and 21 probationers. She reports all pastoral and benevolent 
claims paid with excess on missions and education. Dakota University 
$100; other benevolences $100; church debts and improvements $150. Has 
this year, in total, paid $2,517, or $12.40 per member. 

This charge takes 54 Christian Advocates, one for each four members, 
which accounts largely for her liberality. People who read our church 
literature grow in love and liberality for the church and her ministers. 
May God mightily increase their number! Nothing is better calculated to 
overthrow^dangerous errors and popular fallacies among our people than 
our church literature. Wise pastors circulate it.

REPORT OF HURON DISTRICT.

What a pleasure to a score ot faithful pastors and report 

their trophies of victories won through the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ^ 
Their unity of spirit and uniformity of labor were open channels for the 
waves of God’s grace and salvation which have touched the very limits of 
our District. Through the prevailing revival spirit 550 have been con- 
verted and scores sanctified. Every charge without exception had part in 
this glorious work. Cavour charge had 85 conversions, AVessington 55, 
Huron 50, Winthrop 49, Wessington Springs 44, Faulkton, Gettysburg, 
Burdett, Iroquois and Wolsey, about 30 each, nearly every charge from 10 
to 20, and not a charge without some conversions. 

The Quarterly meetings have been seasons of power, with some- 
times a bright conversion at the communion table, other times rising 
for prayers have started a revival — in one instance resulting in 42, and anoth- 
er 25 conversions. The State Holiness Campmeeting was utilized for a 
District Pentecost. Bro. McLaughlin is a safe and good man to promote 
old time Methodism with old time Holy Ghost power. Ail the pastors 
but five were in attendance. Many were converted and many sanctified,, 
sending a thrill of new life over the district. 

The Epworth League grows in usefulnes. Some are very spiritual, 
notably Huron and Wessington Springs. They also bear financial burdens. 
Huron League paid $50 salary and donated a new piano worth $250. The 
District Convention had large attendance, was good and helpful, TwO' 
Sub District'Conventions were held with much profit. 

The Junior Leagues are generally doing well, and solving the difficult 
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problem of the catechetical training of the children. 



One new charge has been established besides 4 new preaching points, 
6 new Methodist Episcopal Sunday Schools organized and 6 more changed 
from Union to Methodist Episcopal Schools, 4 new Epworth Leagues. 
I'he pastor’s salaries have advanced on all but 4 charges from $5 to $150. 
Church building and improvements have kept pace. A little church worth 
$500 was dedicated, in February, on the Gettysburg charge and free of 
debt. Later a nice Church costing $1000 on Cavour charge soon followed 
by the dedication of a neat little chapel costing $600 on the same charge, 
also free from debt. 



The lot is secured and $100 in hand to build a little church in the near 
future at Lebanon, Gettysburg charge. Likewise the people gf Carlton 
are moving to build a church and Burdette to build a parsonage. Our 
church and parsonage property is m better condition, insurance better 
kept up and buildings repaired and beautified with paper and paint. 
Huron leads off in raising and expending $800 in repairs, papering and 
painting whole Church and in completing over the lecture room in the 
Church the finest and most commodious study in the finest house of wor- 
ship in the state. Faulkton Church at a cost of $2co is in 
most excellent repair. Oneida added $100 to Church improve- 
ments. Miller paid $200 Church debt. Redfield paid off many floating 
debts and put in a new Si 50 furnace. Orient has now nearly paid and will 
entirely liquidate the old Church Extension debt of $500. Wessington 
Springs lifted a $55 claim. Wessington is struggling to lift her S200 
Church Extension debt, just remitted S150 and will soon wipe out the 
•whole amount. Alpena expended $400 on parsonage. 

No special campaign was held, but a fine general work 

was carried on through the year. Beginning early we made thorough work 
for Missionary debt, receiving in money and pledges 2>^ times our appor- 
tionment. For the regular collection a number of charges are above their 
apportionments. Hitchcock leading the district followed by Huron. Pierre, 
Winthrop and probably others. A few will fall below, but generally 
where Church building or Church debt have pressed heavily. In total, 
however, we have an advance in our benevolent collections. 

Two Ministerial Associations were held, one between the holidays, 
the other in May. They were helpful in character, well attended and 
greatly enjoyed. In the last one especially the deepest and sweetest 
spirit I ever witnessed at such a gathering pervaded the whole session. 
Angels breathe such atmosphere, and God dwells in it. 

The pulpits of Huron District have been united and clear in their 
stand against the worldly amusements forbidden in the Dicipline and that 
with good results. 

A growing spirit of loyalty in our Sunday School work is very mani- 
fest. 6 schools have given up David C. Cook’s Sunday School Cookery 
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and have adopted the supplies of the MetJiodist Episcopal Royal Bakery, 
and now enjoy the fresh bread and pies and angels food, prepared at 
home and baked with heavenly fire. 

Dikota University —\ believe is not in our district, but it has a large 
place in our hearts. Pastors and people watch with pride and gratitude 
this school rising in tone and favor from the day Dr. Graham gave it a 
new head and a new heart. We confront the fact of three competing 
schools in our district, but our school merits Methodist loyalty and it 
must have it. It will do best work for our children and must have them. 

The Equal Suffrage enjoyed in our Church is genial atmosphere for 
the aspiration of right and justice in the realm of state. Our pastors are 
all just and right on the subject. 

I will not bring a full report of my district without the merited re- 
cognition of elect women from pastor’s wife down to sexton, who are so 
helpful in planning and executing the work of the Church that without 
them the Church would be well nigh helpless. 

About the ist of the year Dr. Clark, for climatic benefits for his be- 
loved wife, transferred to Black Hills Conlerence. But in spite of all this 
her disease triumphed and her precious remains were laid to rest so recent- 
ly in Mitchell. May God grant especial grace for the bereaved friends. 

This vacancy in Huron caused by Dr. Clark’s transfer was soon filled 
by W. J. Calfee from Evanston. He assumed the work, full of faith and 
love and has achieved great success. Consecration and work has been 
his theme and nearly every Sabbath souls are saved and added to the 
Church. 

In closing permit me to say — this has been the happiest and best of 
my five years service on the district. My own health has not been so good 
for years. And that of the pastors simply marvelous. No sickness worthy 
to be mentioned among them for2*/2 years, and the same may be said of 
their families wiih a single exception. When to these things I add the 
unfailing goodness of God to me, and the multiplied tokens of confidence 
and esteem from my brethren my very soul leaps and sings, 

“Sweetest note in seraph song. 

Sweetest name on mortal tongue. 

Sweetest carol ever sung, 

Jesus Blessed Jesus.”

REPORT OF MITCHELL DISTRICT.

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

Mitchell District has been deeply alilicted this year. The serious 
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illness of our beloved Brother Boggs has been a constant grief to the 
brethren. At the opening of the Conference year, his strength was not 
great, and failed rapidly as the year advanced. As early as the month of 
May he was utterly incapacitated for woik. Hoping to recover he con- 
sented to have the brethren take supervision of the district for the third 
quarter, but before the expiration of that time his case had so far changed 
for the worse that he decided to resign and requested Bishop McCabe to- 
appoint the present encumbent to till the vacancy. 

On the 20th of July I entered upon the work and my deliberate im- 
pression is that I have been at it ever since. Without exception the pas- 
tors have received me kindly and co-operated w’ith me heartily. 

All the brethren appointed to fields of labor on the district went to 
their charges and but one has left us during the year, Rev. R. M. Stavely,. 
whose physical condition prevented him from prosecuting his work. 

My predecessor endeavored to supply the place made vacant. A 
young brother was sent to the charge, but failing to meet the requirements,, 
left within three weeks. Since then Armour has been without a pastor. 
This flourishing town, with Delmont, is an important charge, and we hope 
to furnish a preacher to that people next year. 

Castalia and LaRoche were left to be supplied and late in the year 
brother Ed. Underwood was secured. He has done good work, endeared 
himself to the people and his return is universally desired. 

Revivals of far-reaching influence have been held on several charges, 
notably Alexandria, under the leadership of Brother John Lewtas, where 
over one hundred souls were converted, nearly all of whom have united 
with the Church. Woonsocket, over fifty conversions. Lachlan McLain, 
pastor; Tins was a marvelous work. Kimball, with forty clearly saved.. 
I. P. Potter is the faithful pastor here. Mitchell, where the church has 
been in a constant revival since last Conference, a large number have 
been led into the new life and over eighty have united with the church,, 
with thirty recent probationers, making about one hundred fifteen in all. 
d'his has been in every way the best year Mitchell has enjoyed in all its 
history. In every department the work has prospered under the admira- 
ble leadership of Pastor Stevens. Fulton charge has had many con- 
versions and a wonderful year of progress. G. J. Corwin is the preacher 
on this circuit. 

There have been special meetings on nearly every charge and conv'cr- 
sions reported, I think, in every case. 

In no recent year have so many been won to lives of righteousness on 
this district. — church building, debt paying and improvements generally. — 
One new church has been built and dedicated. This house of worship is- 
located at Letcher. It is a neat structure costing $1,500, exclusive of the 
lots. Of course the debt has been provided for. R. B. Smith is pastor.. 
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The city hall of Tripp, a fine building, has been purchased and largely 
paid for, and transformed into both a church and parsonage. We have 
then a large auditorium, well located, and a parsonage of six rooms. This 
is on Brother W. H. Green’s charge and represents but a small part of 
his work. We regret tc announce that on account of the impaired health 
of some of the members of his family this devoted and successful minister 
of Christ leaves us, for a time, at least, and will test the healing properties 
of a more southern clime. I am sure that though Brother Green goes from 
us to labor in a distant state, he will not be counted out of our prayers. 

Our church at Salem, being freed from debt for the first time in its 
history, was dedicated a few weeks since and now awaits a new preacher. 
Rev. W. H. Irwin, having served that charge five years, we have decided 
to remove him. The people there, however, would be pleased to hav'e the 
time limit extended. This has been a great year lor Salem. 

Improvements have been made on our property at Tyndall, and a 
church has been purchased, moved and nicely repaired and is now lo- 
cated at Bethel on this charge. The whole enterprise is paid for in full. 
Under the efficient labor of Pastor A. P. Janes this work has so developed 
that it seems necessary to divide it, placing two men on the field. The 
chief trouble is that both ends of the charge want the man to be Janes. 

On the Edgerton charge, March, one of the points that constitute the 
circuit, is taking steps to build a new church. Rev. W. W. House has had 
a most successful year in this field, with several conversions and a splen- 
did record on benevolence. Kimball has paid a large amount on church 
and parsonage debt and given the church three coats of paint. Scotland 
has made its church beautiful within this year and reports no debt. Pastor 
Nickerson has witnessed a healthful growth on this field and announces 
prosperity on all lines. 

Paint has been used to good advantage on the Howard church and 
parsonage, and the community generally has so brightened up under the 
labors of Brother Meinzer, that Howard asks to be made a station and says 
we will care for Pastor Meinzer all right next year. We have had a frac- 
tion of him. We want him undivided after Conference. Canistota has 
been faithfully served by Brother R. N. Kratz, and has not only had true 
conversions but paid on its church debt at Riverside a considerable 
amount. Mt. V'^ernon has made a large payment on its debt. This charge 
has made a fine record this year. Its pastor has graduated from our col- 
lege with honors. All benevolences are met, salary paid, and not a few 
men and women have accepted the glorious offer of salvation. Rev. 
Jolly is jolly. 

Father Underwood has labored faithfully at White Lake and rejoices 
in the conversion of some souls. His salary is over paid and the work is 
generally looking up. Plankinton reports a growth in grace and member- 
ship. Pastor over paid, benevolences all met and no debt. Rev. Wm. 
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Shepherd is the happy pastor, In this report I have made no mention of 
our pastors’ wives. Fully half the credit for the splendid and somewhat 
exceptional work done in this District belongs to them. Uncomplaining,, 
cultured and devoted, too much cannot be said in their behalf. We are 
deeply grateful to our Heavenly Father for the favors He has shown us as 
a district and pledge Him whole-hearted service for the year to come. 
One more name must be mentioned and one institution. The name be- 
longs to Rev. A. E. Carhart, Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon League 
of our state. A more devoted, self-giving spirit does not live. He has 
done a great work this Conference year in arousing the people to action 
against the rum curse and uniting the forces. Though weary, he never 
stops to rest. He puts the w'hole emphasis of his great soul into these 
words: “The saloon must go I’’ God bless this brave, unselfish heart! 
The institution is our college at Mitchell— the pride of the whole Confer- 
ence. The past year shows a marked increase in attendance. The debt 
has faded w'ell out of sight through cash payments, and behind a fine line 
of safe notes signed largely by men before me. The work in all lines has 
reached the altitude of enthusiasm. The present school year opens with 
considerably over 200 students in attendance, the best faculty, consisting of 
15 competent instructors, in the state, and a peerless President, constant- 
ly improving on his previous self. He has taken no vacation this year but 
has gone to every part of the state winning friends to the school. He will 
speak for himself and the school before this Conference.

REPORT OF THE SIOUX FALLS DISTRICT.

Fathers and Brethren: 

Beloved of God and called of the Holy Ghost to preach the gloriouS'

Our gospel 
tent meetings resulted in great good wherever they were held, and in two 
cases in far-reaching, genuine, old-fashioned revivals. 

Upon the whole the men have done strong, clear, definite work, both 
spiritual and organic. And best of all, the Lord God of Hosts has been 
with us. (dory to His name. Respectfully submitted,

REPORT OF WATERTOWN DISTRICT.

It is with a heart full of gratitude to our Heavenly Father and the 
preachers on the district that 1 present this, my third annual report. The 
Father has kept my heart in perfect peace and enabled me to gain 
precious personal victories, and has so blest the seed sown and watered by 
the brethren, that increase has been realized throughout the district. 

.\rlington — has been served acceptably the past year by Brother J. 
B. Dibble. At last the society at Arlington is free from all financial debt. 
Something over $300 has been raised during the year for that purpose. 
The spiritual condition is healthy and prosperous. The home has been 
gladdened by the appearance of an infant son during the year. 

Big Stone City — has prospered under the labors of B. C. Sills. To 
him and his wife this has been a year of great trials and success. His 
labors have been interrupted by two severe seasons of illness, and the 
death of the infant son. The people give Brother Sills the reputation of 
being an expert hunter for souls, being on the alert he takes them wher- 
ever he finds them. An Epworth League chapter of 26 members has been 
organized. Big Stone City has the banner Junior League of the district, it 
numbers 80 members. Material advancement has been made by the pur- 
chase ef a bell and a furnace and other improvements. 
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Bradley — has continued prosperity under the labors of J. S. Hark- 
ness, who rounds out the pastoral term. The people are loth to part with 
him, and would hail his reappointment with joy. Here an Epworth 
League of 57 members has been organized and is in successful operation. 
A class has been formed at Lilly, an important point six miles north of 
town. The parsonage has been improved by a coat of paint inside and 
out, and a good cistern has been provided. 

Bristol — has been under the charge of Brother L. L. Lane. This 
-charge has endured a heavy strain this year, in the loss by removals from 
the village, of some of the leading workers, two of whom have entered the 
work of the ministry. Nevertheless advancement has been made in fresh 
recruits, and in turning the sentiment of the business men against the 
vice of gambling. The church has been painted throughout and freed 
from debt. Brother Lane is a strong believer in the Bible. He has read 
therein, “It is not good for man to be alone,” and “He that findeth a wife 
findeth a good thing.” He sought, found and obtained. 

Brookings — Served by Brother T. H. Youngman, has suffered also by 
the removal of a large number of the members from the city, whereby 
much spiritual and financial strength has been lost; nevertheless, under 
his efficient leadership the church maintains its usual degree of strength. 
He closes the year with two souls on their knees pleading for mercy. 

Castlewood and Bruce — have been served during the past year by 
Brother George E. Webster. Sixty souls were graciously saved. A 
church costing $1,200 was erected at Castlewood. A parsonage enterprise 
is well under way at the same place, that, with fair weather may be 
materialized soon after Conference. Bruce wishes to erect a church next 
year. As to ministerial support, the assurances are that this same field 
will yield $500, and a parsonage. Surely these results justify the effort to 
reoccupy the field. • 

Clark — has been acceptedly served by Brother A. 1 ). Dexter, who 
has patiently stood in his lot and at his post, and held the church steady 
and from retrograding under very trying circumstances. To him the peo- 
ple of the town, in and out of the Church are loyal, and with joy will hail 
his return for another year. 

Clear Lake — Has been so acceptably served by Brother H. F. 
Knight, that the people, as a mass, have insisted on his remaining with 
them for the full pastoral term. 

During the year an Epworth League Chapter of 30 members has been 
organized ; a troublesome old debt has been liquidated ; a bell placed in 
the tower ; a two-inch plank, six-foot-wide sidewalk has been laid on the 
church property ; the lecture room, formerly used for storing coal and 
various other things, has, by the Epworth League, been cleaned up, car- 
peted and calcimined, and filled with chairs that are in turn filled by the 
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constantly increasing congregations. The expenses of the debt and im- 
provements amount to about $300. 

Elkton and Trenton, — Here brother S. H. I 5 rown has spent anoth- 
er successful year, increasing the membership and congregations. Soori 
after conference his home was gladdened by the advent of an infant son. 

Garden City — has been successfully served by brother C. O. Walker, 
There is a strong probability of the erection of a parsonage this fall. 

Gary — has been served the past year by Brother Paul G. Shepersky. 
It was his first charge, and has improved under his administration; the 
Church building has received a new coat of paint. Brother Shepersky has 
also found that good thing; a wife. 

Hazel, — under the pastorate of that veteran, A. Willford, has advanc- 
ed along all lines. A new Church enterprise, started by brother C. R. 
Anderson, last vear at the Oxford appointment, has been carried forward 
to almost completion. A good sum of money has been gathered by the 
ladies at Hazel towards a parsonage. 'I'he intention is to erect it this fall. 

has been served by a beginner, Nathan S. Wilson, who has 
proved himself a good pastor and an improving preacher. A splendid re- 
vival, followed by cottage prayermeetings, added materially to the spirit- 
uality and numbers of the church, 

Lake Preston, — under the wise management of Brother Ci. A, Bird,, 
has made substantial advancement. From being a charge that three years 
ago paid a salary of $160, paid this last year $433 and the parsonage. 
There has been a gathering up of scattered elements, and there is the pros- 
pect of its becoming a strong appointment. Very much to our regret,. 
Brother Bird has returned to Wisconsin. 

Milkank and .Alhans. — Brother O. Williams is closing his third year 
on this charge. Du.nng his pastorate a parsonage has been purchased 
and almost paid for by the Ladies’ Aid, and during the p.ast year, a trouble- 
some debt of $5cp including interest has been wiped out. Nothing now 
but the obligation to the loan fund is against the Church. There has been 
an increase of membership; and brother Williams has a strong hold on 
the affections of the people. As it was not convenient for brother Wil- 
liams to give Albans the attention it needed, other provisions were made 
for supplying it, by attaching it to the Twin Brooks circuit; $80 have been 
raised for the improvement of the Church property. 

SisSETON AND WHITE RocK— charge has been served during the 
past year by several men. Brother N. A. Newman first took charge, and 
served for five months. At the end of that time he resigned his charge, 
and the Lord placed in my hands brother W. C. Ehlers of Bristol. Fresh 
from the forge, he took possession of the work. The Lord so blessed his 
labors that the Church enterprise, started at Sisseton the fall before, was 
completed, and dedicated on the 12th of June. The work had so revived 
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all over the circuit that it was necessary, at the time of the dedication to 
divide it; Brother Elders took the White Rock part and brother G. F. 
Jewell, was placed in charge of Sisseton. Both men have kept the rate of 
progress. Brother Jewell has developed two fine outside appointments, 
which makes Sisseton, a desirable charge. 

Because of former discouragements, the people at White Rock greet- 
ed brother Ehlers with a very cool reception, when he first took the entire 
work. At the 4th Quarterly Conference, the people informed the Presid- 
ing Elder that Brother F.hlers must not be removed under any circum- 
stances. S300 have been raised lor the purpose of purchasing land and 
the erection of a parsonage there this fall. A Church will be erected there 
next summer. 

Twin Brooks— has been under the charge of Idother A. J. Lidstone. 
During the year Albans and Melrose were added to this charge, and a 
helper in Brother Shirley S. Boselly was procured. As a whole the work 
has advanced, although Brother Lidstone has suffered frem illness a con- 
siderable portion of the yeaj. Like some others of his brethren, he has 
sought and found that “good thing’’ a wife. 

Watertown, — under the leadership of lirother E. P. Hall, has in- 
creased numerically, and the debt condition has been relieved. Being a 
master in the preaching art, he holds the congregations of the city. 

Wauhav and Su.m.m it.— Brother J. W. Dibble, one of the pioneers of 
this state, a.nd of our Methodist church, was placed in charge at last Con- 
ference. There were four appointments. Because of severe illness three 
years ago, he found himself unable to attend all of them. He confined 
himself to Waubay and Wheatland, but more especially to Waubay, where 
he made marked progress in establishing and strengthening our cause. 
It is asserted that the right man can secure a salary of $250 at Waubay 
alone with $75 at Wheatland. 

Sum. MIT AND Evergrei:n — the two other appointments were left 
without preaching until June, when Brother L. W. Putnam of Bristol, 
informed the P. E., that he must have work, and that right away. The 
call of God was so clear, and the pressure of the Spirit was so great, that 
he could not wait until Conference. As the people desired preaching as 
earnestly as he desired to preach, the only thing that the P. E., could do 
was to unite these two desires. Accordingly he was turned loose in that 
summit country, without an organization of any kind. The result is a 
circuit of five appointments. Two organized classes; plans for erecting a 
parsonage; also a demand for a preacher for next year, with the assurance 
that he will be taken care of. 

Webster— has been supplied by Brother H. P. McBride, a trans- 
ferred probationer from the Kansas Conference. Brother Alfred Fowler, 
sent the P. E.-, his withdrawal from the Ministry and membership of the 
Church. Although Brother McBride is a young and inexperienced man he 
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has SO conducted the affairs in Webster, that the church is in better con- 
dition than when he took possession. 

White — Has been occupied by Brother S. J. Watson, who furnishes 
the following summary of his year’s work on that circuit of three appoint- 
ments : Traveled 2,000 miles; 400 pastoral visits made; preached 165 
times; baptized 31 — 24 adults and 7 infants; received into full member- 
ship — from probation, 33 ; by letter, 17; total, 50. Lost — by death, 2 ; by 
withdrawal, i ; by letter, 2 ; total, 5 ; net gain, 45. 

Willow Lakes and Vienna — Brother A. C. Bevers, pastor. For 
several years there has been a downward tendency in this charge; but 
recently there has been a change, and the trend is for the better. The 
membership at both places has been sadly depleted by removals from the 
country and withdrawals from the church. The debts at both places, in 
addition to the pastor’s salary, have proven a serious burden, especially at 
Vienna, where, at the fourth quarterly meeting, the few remaining mem- 
bers pleaded with the P. E. to drop the appointment. But as the P. E. 
was not appointed to abandon places, but to build them up, and finding 
that the Church Extension debt was the great cause of trouble, he found a 
man who assumed the principal, $250, the Board of Church Extension re- 
mitting the interest. Since this adjustment a new life has entered into the 
cause there. One hundred and five dollars have been raised to improve 
the building and a subscription will be raised to pay the balance of $90 on 
the lumber bill. When this is done the church will be out of debt and will 
be one of the neatest churches on the District. Willow Lakes has paid an 
old lumber bill of .'?i65.qo this year. 

Wil.mot — Has been well served the past two years by Brother F. A. 
Burdick. During the past year, besides adding materially to the spiritual- 
ity and membership of the charge, a $100 bell has been placed in the 
tower, and the church neatly papered at Wilmot. At Corona a church 
costing Si, 200, with a bell and furnace at an additional cost of $175, has 
been paid for. Brother Burdick has proved himself a workman that need- 
eth not be ashamed ; nevertheless, his health is so failing that he feels 
that he must retire. 

The Inter-state Campmeeting and Epworth League held at Simpson 
Park in June and July, although not largely attended, were seasons of 
power and profit. Henry M. Springer, P. E.

In order to secure a more systematic and efficient supervision of the 
Conference Courses of Study, and Examinations thereon, the plans and 
methods below given shall be followed, subject to revision and amendment 
by order of the Conference. 

I — BOARD OF EXAMINERS. 

The Board of Examiners of the Dakota Conference shall consist of 
twelve members, who shall be nominated by the Cabinet and appointed by 
the Presiding Bishop. 

The Board shall be divided into four classes of three members each, 
whose term of service shall at the first appointment be for one, two, three 
and four years respectively, and thereafter for tour years successively; each 
examiner being eligible for successive reappointment. 

Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by the Chairman of 
the Board, until the ensuing Annual Conference, when appointments shall 
be made as for full terms. 

All appointments of examiners are to be made, if possible, as early as 
the third day of each Annual Conference session.

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2— OFFICERS. 

The Board shall organize by electing from its members, annually, at its 
first regular meeting, a Chairman, a V’^ice Chairman and a Secretary, who 
shall perform the usual duties of these offices. 

The work of the Secretary shall also include the keeping of a perma- 
nent book record of the standing and credits of all candidates subject to 
examination by the Board; and he shall report the same to the Conference 
when required. This record shall also contain the credits allowed candi- 
dates for work done in our Liteiary and Theological Schools. 

3 — EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The Officers of the Board shall constitute an Executive Committee, 
which shall have authority, under direction of the Board, to select the place 
and fix the date of the Mid-year Meeting, arrange the literary and re- 
ligious program in connection with the same, and attend to all general 
matters of business in the intervals between Board meetings. 

4 — REGULAR MEETINGS. 

The Board of Examiners shall hold three regular meetings each year, 
as follows: 

(1) At the seat of the Annual Conference, before the close of the an- 
nual session if possible, or as soon thereafter as practicable, for the elec- 
tion of officers and the assignment of work for the year. At this meeting 
the various examinations, and other work in connection therewith, should 
be assigned definitely to the several members of the Board; a schedule of 
the studies and subjects in the courses, with the names of examiners and 
the times of examination, should be prepared for publication in the Con- 
ference minutes or otherwise; and general plans outlined for the Mid-year 
Meeting of the Board. 

(2) A Mid-year Meeting, to be held in the month of May of each year, 
the session not to continue longer than four days, usually from Tuesday to 
Friday inclusive, the first two days being devoted mainly to special re- 
views, the last two. mainly to examinations. 

All undergraduates, and as far as possible all candidates for admis- 
sion to the Conference, and all local preachers who are candidates for or- 
ders, are required to attend this Mid-year Meeting, unless excused from 
attendance for adequate cause by the Chairman of the Board. 

At this meeting examinations shall be conducted on at least one half 
of the books and subjects on which examinations are to be conducted dur- 
ing the year. 

It is expected that special lectures and other literary and religious 
exercises will be provided in connection with the regular work of the ses- 
sion, for the enjoyment and profit of all in attendance. 

In place of the Mid-year Meeting the Board may at its option provide 
for Mid-year examinations at district meetings.

(3) The Board of Examiners shall also convene at the seat of the An- 
nual Conference, each year, the day before the Conference session begins, 
to review and complete the work of the year; and especially to conclude 
the examination of all candidates in the courses of study, related to the 
work of that year. All examinations must be completed by the evening of 
the first day of the Conference session. 

5— SYSTEMATIC STUDY. 

It shall be one duty of the Board to endeavor to secure more system- 
atic work among the undergraduates in the four years’ course of study — a 
■duty not less important than to provide for more careful examinations. 
Therefore, as far as is practicable the examiners shall give to the under- 
graduates and others, suggestions and instruction with reference to proper 
and profitable study of the books and subjects in all the required courses. 

6- questions and examinations. 

As a rule all examinations shall be in writing. 

All candidates in the same class, who are examined at the same time, 
shall be tested by the same questions. 

A list of not fewer than ten questions shall be prepared on each book 
or subject assigned for examination. 

In the case of all candidates for “admission on trial," the Board is 
instructed to examine first \n the “Elementary English Branches,” and if 
the candidate fails to pass in these with reasonable credit, other examin- 
ations shall be postponed, and he shall be required to bring up these 
studies before he is admitted to examination in others. 

In case of the unavoidable absence from the meetings of the Board of 
any Examiner, he shall forward his lists of questions to the Chairman, who 
will arrange for supervision of the examinations. 

7 — SYLLABI AND OTHER PAPERS. 

Candidates are required to make syllabi of the books assigned to be 
read, certifying that they prepared them independently, as the result of 
their own reading, not merely following the table of contents. All essays, 
sermons and syllabi shall be graded, and the grading recorded, as in the 
•case of books and subjects to be studied. 

All written work for the year, except such final examinations on text 
books and subjects as are reserved for the third meeting of the Board, 
shall be forwarded to the appropriate examiners at least one month before 
the date of the Annual Conference. 

8— GRADES AND GRADING. 

All grades shall be made on a scale of 100; and the minumum grade 
upon which a candidate in the regular conference course, or for admission 
on trial m?y be passed is 70 per cent, on each study or subject. 
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Candidates for local Deacon’s or Elder’s orders must reach a grade of 
at least 6o per cent. 

Each examiner shall forward to the Secretary, as soon as practicable 
after thj completion of the examination, the papers, certificates and grades 
of each candidate; and the Secretary shall file the papers, and make a 
permanent record of all grades and credits. 

On receipt of these certificates of grades and credits from the exam- 
iner, the Secretary shall also promptly notify the candidates in writing of 
the results of their examinations; which notification shall be to the candi- 
dates an official certificate of their work. 

In case any candidate fails to pass in any study or examination, the 
Secretary shall notify the Chairman of the Board as well as the candidate. 

9— APPEALS. 

In case any candidate appeals from the grade markings of any exam- 
iner, the Board of Examiners shall investigate the matter, and make the 
final decision thereon. 

All examination papers for the preceeding year shall be destroyed at 
the close of each session of the Annual Conference; and no appeal shall be 
entertained thereafter. 



10— MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS. 

Xo candidate shall be entitled to advanced classification who has- 
failed to pass in two books or subjects to be studied or three books to be 
read; or in one to be studied and two to be read; or who is delinquent an 
equivalent amount in other required work; and no candidate shall be 
entitled to examination in advanced studies until he has brought up the 
work on which he is delinquent. 

I I — FEES. 

To provide for the necessary expense of the Board, an annual fee of 
one dollar shall be required of each candidate for examination. 

The undergraduates of the Conference shall forward this fee to the 
Secretary of the Board annually, within sixty days of the adjournment of 
Conference. On receipt of the money the Secretary shall send the candi- 
date a certificate which shall entitle him to all the privileges and examin- 
ations of the Board for the year. 

Candidates for admission on trial, or for local orders, must also for- 
ward this fee of one dollar before they can l>e considered eligible for ex- 
amination. 

At the third meeting of the Board, a committee shall be appointed to- 
audit the financial accounts of the Secretary. 

12— FOR ADMISSION OR ORDERS. 

It shall be the duty of the Presiding Elders to report to the Secretary

of the Board as early in the year as possible the names of all candidates 
for orders. These will be expected to take their examinations at the regu- 
lar meeting of the Board, and should be put in correspondence with the 
Secretary, so as to learn the requirements which apply to them. 

13— PUBLICATION. 

A copy of this plan, together with the detailed schedule of studies and 
assignments to examiners, shall be printed from year to year in the Con- 
ference Minutes; and if thought necessary the Board may also publish the 
same in pamphlet form. 

1 4 — A M E N D M E N T S . 

The Board of Examiners shall be a permanent committee on the re- 
vision and amendment of the plans and methods herein presented; but be- 
fore they become a valid part of the plan, or are used or published by the 
Board, all proposed changes must be accepted by vote of the Conference^

(l) SCHEDULE OF CLASSES. 

The Chairman shall arrange schedule of classes and the hours for the

The Board requests that a room separate from the Church in which 
the Conference is held be provided each year in which to hold examina- 
tions. 

(3) GRADES FROM CONFERENCES. 

Acceptance of grades from Other Conferences shall in every instance 
be optional with the Board. A low grade as a rule will not be recognized. 

(4) RECOGNITION CARD. 

At the opening of the Annual Conference Examinations, each candi- 
date shall present to the Chairman a certificate from the Registrar of 
standing in the mid-year tests, also of fee paid. This shall entitle him to 
a recognition card signed by the Chairman, to be shown to each examiner 
from whom work is desired.

— The Educational Anniversary was held in the 
interest of Dakota University. Rev. W. H. Jordan announced the follow-

H. Jordan. The addresses were of a high order of merit.

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MRS. MARY C. CLARK. 

Mary Cleaver was born in Greene county, Pa., September 20, 1844. 
She died at Dead wood. So. Dak., Octob^er 7, 1898. 

She was born of Christian parentage; was converted at the age of 13, 
and united with the M. E. Church. 

In 1863, she removed with her widowed mother to Mt Pleasent, Iowa, 
where in March 1865, she was united in marriage to Rev. C. B. Clark of 
the Iowa Conference. 

Mrs. Clark was the mother of four children, two of whom, Hattie, 
aged 7, and Fred, aged 21 years, proceeded her to the home in Heaven. 
Two sons remain with the husband and father to mourn their irreparable 
loss. In all the relations of life Mrs. Clark recognized as supreme the call 
■of conscience and of God. 

Her home was her chief delight. As wife and mother, she was pre- 
■eminently a model. No duty too severe, no sacrahce too great to secure 
the happiness of those whom God had given her. As a Christian woman, 
she walked humbly before her God. His will was her own in all things. 
As the wife of an itinerant, she realized fully the exalted mission to which 
her husband had devoted his life. In the hospitality of her home, and in 
the various demands made upon her by the social and spiritual interests 
of the church, she responded gladly and with great efficiency. Possessing 
a liberal culture, and a singularly sound judgment in practical affairs, 
she was continually called upon to become a leader in Church work, 
av'oiding publicity, always prefering others before herself. She sought 
by wise counsels, and loving deeds, in the Sunday school, in times of re- 
vival, and in the homes of the sorrowing to lead souls to Christ, and in 
everv way to promote the glory of the Christ she loved. 

Our sister died as she had lived, in full view of the better land. De- 
liberately and with her usual modesty she gave directions for her funeral 
•service. She personally directed the distribution of her last gifts to those 
she loved. 

During the morning of her last day on earth, she remarked to her 
husband. “All night long have I had communion.” Calling her loved 
ones around her bed, she gave them one by one her last loving counsel; 
her servant girl who had attended her so faithfully being tenderly re- 
membered. 

As the morning wore away, frequent expressions of blessed anticipa- 
tion escaped her lips. Having finished her work, she finally folded her 
hands accross her breast, and whispered, “Now Father take me home.” 
Her last words as she passed within the vale were, “Lord Jesus.” 

At her request. Dr. E. E. Clough of Deadwood held a brief service at 
the parsonage and Dr. W. I. Graham preached the funeral sermon at 
Mitchell. She sleeps beside her son in the cemetery at Mitchell. A lov- 
ing and tender memorial service was held in the Church at Huron, on 
Sabbath evening succeeding the funeral.

EDUCATION. 

COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

VVe, your committee on education, report as follows: 

The varied interests of our Conference education work have been 
carefully considered. The college at Mitchell has been fully represented 
by President Graham. The past year was very suc<;essful. Thirty-three 
different counties within the bounds of the Conference were represented, 
showing an increase in the territory in the patronage of the institution. 
The enrollment for 1897-Q8 was 264, an increase of 38. 

There is good reason for congratulation that the financial statement 
shows that all bills for the fiscal year have been met and a balance of $3.56 
on hand, a small balance, but it means economy and careful management 
to achieve such a result. 

The present faculty consists of thirteen professors and instructors. 
All teachers in the regular departnients are college graduates. They are 
very capable and successful teachers. Additions have been made to the 
teaching force for the present year that will gradually strengthen the 
claims of the college to the confidence and patronage legitimately be- 
longing to it. The demand for this move was imperative and it means 
increased expenditure. The intelligence has already gone to every 
charge in the Conference, announcing the auspicious opening for the new 
year. The enrollment is already 2io, making 54 in advance of report to 
last Conference session. There is an increase in advanced students and 
in the number taking regular courses. More graduates from high schools 
than usual have entered. The standing and recognition of the college 
have never been so favorable as now. For two years in succession the 
first honors in oratorical contest with other colleges have been taken. In- 
creased prosperity threatens to become an embarrassment. The best 
possible arguments for enlarging facilities is the inadequacy of present 
facilities. Such an emergency is near at hand. The problem of a new 
building confronts us. The present building fails to meet the demands 
along some lines. More dormitory room is needed for young ladies. The 
special departments need better and larger rooms. Literary societies 
should be furnished better apartments. The Christian associations need 
special quarters. Library and reading room will soon need enlarging. 
What can be done? This serious question clamors for an answer. We 
are all interested, our own children, those of our people, must be furnished 
suitable advantages for the needed education. Is it not time to “rise and 
build?” In the midst of the centuries may we not project some scheme to 
meet this felt want? 
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The President calls our attention to what seems a great need for the 
future growth of the college. The families throughout the patronizing 
territory need full and frequent information concerning our school. It is 
suggested that an organ could be issued as the joint interest of the Con- 
ference and University — serving as a newspaper for both.

STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

“We love thy Kingdom Lord,” because of the marvelous achievements 
•of the church of God in the world. We speak of the work of our own 
church with pardonable pride. The vast amount of money now being 
expended in the evangelization of the world has never before been equaled 
in the history of our church. The number choosing the M. E. Church as 
their spiritual home increases with every year, not-with-standing her high 
requirements. 

The mission of the church is moral and spiritual. Even the material 
wheels like Ezekiel’s must have in them the spirit of the living God. 

The great problems, social, economic and political, demand the at- 
tention of the church. Their solution is freely to be found at the altars of 
■our God. Do we fail? Yes. The material interests so often engross our 
attention, we are so occupied with reforms and our own selfish interests 
that the precious interests of Gods visible kingdom suffer defeat or com- 
promise. We have no time, still less the disposition for holy meditation, 
fervent prayer, diligent attention to public worship, and the specific evan- 
gelization of our church is neglected and passed by as undesirable and not 
necessary. 

HOW TO SUCCEED. 

We exhort the people to return to the old paths, to rebuild the family 
altar, to restore the prestige of the class meeting, to recognize the impor- 
tance of specific altar work, and public testimony.
